The bus, carrying approximate, 


iy 60 Negro children, plunged into 
the pond about 8 a.m., on the 
farm of Raleigh Coarsey, a mile 
southwest' 
of 
'Brookfield. 
The 


scene is about eight miles from 
Tifton in south Georgia. 


Two white men, Carl Lowry and 


Charles AHreris, helped pull sev- 
eral children from the bus after 
breaking windows on the side re- 
maining above water. Those who 
were unconscious Were laid on the

help arrived, artificial respiration 
saved 10 or 12 of these children. 


Witnesses who said the bus was 


traveling about 30 miles an hour | 
when it careened into the pond.

amount the stale Highway Com- 
mission has said it will need to

The House, meanwhile, took up 


a wad of budget bills and gavo 
most of them resounding approval.

agencies.
